PHILIP COOLEY 
Philip Cooley, a resident 
of 
Ben­ 
dersville for the past forty years, died 
a t his home in that town a t half past 
eight o’clock Thursday evening aged 
84 years, 8 months and 24 days. 
Mr. 
Cooley sustained a stroke of paralysis 
several weeks 
ago 
and 
this, 
with 
complications, caused his death. 
Mr. Cooley was born in C ranberry 
Valey on February 26, 1829 
and for 
many years resided in the vicinity of 
Ground Oak Church. About two score 
years ago he removed to Bendersville 
where he had since resided. He was a 
farm er all hi3 life and 
owned a very 
productive farm in 
Larimore 
town­ 
ship, though he had not been actively 
engaged in the pursuit of agriculture 
for some time. 
He was a veteran of the Civil W ar, 
having served an enlistm ent as a pri­ 
vate in Company F, 
165th 
Pennsyl­ 
vania Infantry. For a long 
time 
he 
was a member of the 
Grand 
Army 
Post a t Bendersville. 
Mr. Cooley leaves his wife who, be­ 
fore 
m arriage, 
was 
Miss 
Rebecca 
Weigle, a daughter of 
the late John 
Weigle of Bendersville. He also leaves 
a brother, Samuel Cooley, of 
Wenks- 
ville. 
Funeral on Monday morning, m eet­ 
ing at the house at ten o’clock. Ser­ 
vices in the Lutheran church, conduct­ 
ed by Rev. Joseph Arnold. Interm ent 
in the Mountain City cemetery. 
Friends will accept this as notice of 
the funeral. 


In the presence of an audience that 
filled the Presbyterian 
church, exer­ 
cises commemorating the 
delivery of 
Lincoln’s 
G ettysburg 
Address 
fifty 
one years ago were 
held 
Thursday 
evening. In the gathering were fifty or 
more 
G ettysburg people 
who 
saw 
Lincoln a t the time of his visit here, 
many of whom heard him give his ad­ 
dress a t the dedication of the Soldiers’ 
National Cemetery. 
The special event of the 
evening 
was the unveiling of three tablets of 
bronze on the pew occupied 
by 
Lin­ 
coln and John Burns a t the service in 
the church which 
followed the ceme­ 
tery 
dedication. 
Two 
little 
girls, 
M artha Bell and K atharine Hill, lifted 
the drapery which covered the tablets 
presented by J. W. Johnston, of Roch­ 
ester. The unveiling 
of 
the 
bronze 
tablet on the front of the church, the 
gift of ColoneJ Cope, 
was 
done 
by 
Jam es B. Aumen a t the conclusion of 
the services. 
The exercises of Thursday evening 
opened with the singing of the Battle 
Hymn of the Republic by J. S. Nicho* 
las, the audience joining in the chorus. 
Rev. J. B. Baker offered an 
appro­ 
priate prayer and Dr. Billheimer told 
of the visit of Lincoln and 
Burns to 
the church. On the day of the service 
Dr. Billheimer sat 
scarcely 
ten feet 
from Lincoln and remembers distinct­ 
ly all the incidents of the occasion. A 
poem 
on “ Lincoln a t G ettysburg’’, 
w ritten by Dr. L. W. Allen, of 
New­ 
ark, was read by 
Dr. 
Sanders 
and 
Judge 
Swope 
read 
Colonel 
Cope’s 
brief note of presentation for the tab­ 
let on the church exterior. 
The 
un­ 
veiling followed with the formal pre­ 
sentation by Mr. Johnston and the ac­ 
ceptance by Rev. F. E. Taylor, pastor 
of the church. Mr. Taylor read Judge 
Wills’ account of Lincoln’s visit here, 
which would show th at his G ettysburg 
address was w ritten while in town. 
Judge McClean told 
many 
stories 
of the 
life and 
character 
of John 
Burns and persons in 
the 
audience 
were asked to relate instances of the 
visit of Lincoln 
here. 
Among those 
who spoke were 
William 
ll. Tipton, 
who saw Burns start out to battle, 
William A. Mcllhenny, Theodore Mc­ 
Allister, John E. Pitzer, and Miss Ag­ 
nes McCreary. Prof. Sowers 
read 
a 
letter from Hon. W. T. Ziegler telling 
his recollections. 
Colonel Jam es K. P. Scott read Dr. 
Allen’s poem on “John 
Burns’’ and 
after 
the 
singing of 
the “Star 
Spangled Banner” the exercises came 
to a close. A group picture of many of 
those who remembered Lincoln’s visit 
was taken by Mr. Tipton a t the close 
of the service.

Driven Back Along the Meuse. 


London, Nov. 20.- Tho most violet! 
fighting of the day was at the point 
where tho German line lr, nearest tc 
Furls, Traey-le-Val, which is only twc 
hours’ ride by motor from the French 
metropolis. 
The Gorrunns attempted to recap 
lure this town, won by the allies a 
few days ago, but, according to the 
French war 
office 
statement, they 
were repulsed with heavy losses. 
in Flanders the artillery chiel, de 
scribed during the last few days as ol 
furious 
intensity, has become still 
more violent, on the part of the lier 
mans at least, but here, as elsewhere 
the opposing forces are holding las! 
to their main positions. 
An official German communicatior 
states that heavy fighting lias beer 
resumed in the Argonne forest, about 
which some of the most severe en 
counters of the war have raged from 
time to time during the Jast twc 
months. A heavy loss, it is said, wa- 
inflicted on the enemy. In a battle be 
tween two squadrons of aeroplane* 
one airship of the allies and one ol 
the Germans was lost, it is said. 
Refugees from 
Belgium say thai 
West Flanders, which is virtually cut 
off from the rest of the world, eon 
tinuei to be the scene of incessant 
military operations. The French anc 
British are reported to have capture* 
a small Belgian town. Baris report! 
that tile hopes of the allies are agair 
rising; that they believe tile German! 
sire fact weakening, but there was ne 
tangible evidence to indicate that the 
grip of the Germans on Belgium ami 
France was being shaken loose, of 
Ilia! any decisive change in tile im­ 
mediate future could safely be pre­ 
dict'd. 
Dispatches from Belgium say that 
lighting between the German and al­ 
lied forces in the inundated territory 
between Dixniude and Nleuport, on 
the North sea coast, is now frequent­ 
ly carried on in boats. 
Artillery', for Hie first time in the 
war, has proved ineffective, hut per­ 
sonal bravery and enterprise are now 
counting for much, and the battle is 
beginning to resemble the classical 
sic,"'* of Lyden in the sixteenth cen­ 
tury, with raids and counter raids by 
means of fiat bottomed boats. 
Two corporals of the Seventh Bel­ 
gian infantry have been made Knights 
of the Order of Leopold for transpoit 
ing forty men, including fifteen se 
vcrely wounded, ac ross the inunda­ 
tions under heavy fire. 
A brilliant attack by British troops 
and Fr neb sailors caused the Ger­ 
mans to evacuate Sehoorbakke. Bel­ 
gium, welch is practically surrounded 
by the water from the broken dykes. 
Because of the flood only two roads 
were open to Hie town, and on one 
of these the British approached In 
two armored automobiles, it was a 
night attach, and the Germans in tho 
town immediately turned their atten­ 
tion to them.

jackets, who had made rafts on flat 
bottomed bouts, crossed the

aud took the Germans in the rear, 
ft rein* them to Hee bv tho one rca I 
still left opt :i.

Easily two-thirds of the pain aud 
Buffering endured by the wounds! iu 
war is not due lo the wounds them­ 
selves or to the process of healing, hut 
to suppuration and infection, and ail 
this has been absolutely wiped out by 
antiseptic surgery 
What military hospitals were like in 
the pre-antiseptic days beggars descrip­ 
tion and can hardly even be Imagined, 
let alone believed, at tile present day. 
Marlborough's surgeon in tile famous 
Blenheim campaign declared that bos 
pitals were the most Important cause 
of death. 
And a famous French sur­ 
geon in 1741 declared that he had 
known vastly more men to die in the 
hospitals from lack of care than to lose 
their lives iii combat, and that ’‘h o s­ 
pitals ere an unfathomable gulf; Hie 
source of their horrors appears to U* 
inexhaust I hie.” 
Two patients in each 
bed was Hie rule and often three or 
even four. The hospitals were literally 
breeding places for discase. The dead­ 
ly typhus fever luted lo be known as 
hospital fever, while typhoid, d>sea­ 
lery. erysipelas and gangrene fairly 
ran riot In them. 
Browning* charac­ 
terization of the medieval hospital as 
“that good house that helps the peer 
to die" was painfully aciliate. 
Even as late as our war between Hie 
states, when tile dreaded hospital gun 
grene once lait in an appearance in a 
ward it was a sentence of death to be 
sent into that ward with an open 
wound, and, in some Instance* from 
40 to OO lier cent of all the inmates 
actually died. 
U p to and indeed din 
ing the Nujioleonic wars anywhere 
from *20 to OO per cent of tile wounded 
died. 
Today any army medical serv­ 
ice that loses more than 5 to o per cent 
of its wounded considers itself (lh 
graced.—Woods Hutchinson in Satin 
day Evening Post.

Gtst Seed Defore Hard Frost. 
‘‘Be sure to tm tiler your seed for next 
year's crop of kafir and en ne before the 
first hard frost if you wish to obtain 
the best results from the seed." soya 
G. E. Thompson, field superintendent 
of substations in the Kansas Agricul­ 
tural college. 
Tile seed grown on your own or your 
neighbor's farm will prove the best, as 
it is adapted to your soil and climate, 
lie says. 
The !>e*< way to harvest a seed crop, 
according to Mr. Thompson, is to go 
Into tho field with a sack nnd a knife, 
selecting th'' heads from Hie stalk be­ 
fore the sorghum is in the shock. 
By 
using this method Hie farmer lins a 
<‘hanee to get Iii* seed from the stalks 
having the rn »*t value as forage. Tho 
injurious effort* of the drought nnd 
frost can often be avoided by selecting 
seed from tin* bends that mature first 
and thus obtaining a strain of eariy 
maturing kafir or en ne. 
The heads used for seed should be of 
uniform type and of good size. 
Care 
should be taken to ovoid hybrid heads 
which are big and thrifty, but late in 
maturing. Comparatively dense head* 
will give heaving yield* when thrash­ 
'd. The seed will prove more satisfac­ 
tory if it is taken from plants that are 
rrown under average conditions. 
Til rn sh ing is Iwst done Iii the spring 
The *<*o<l can be stored in sacks bi a 
dry place. 
A good plan is to tie Hie 
Hifks to the rafters of the granary or 
burn with wires.

to the neck that in another moment 
th e horse lay stretched ti [sui the sand. 
That night the com m ander of the 
grenadiers dined w ith th e emperor, and 
in the course of the meal Napoleon 
s a id : 
“ Is that Hie w a y you treat your 
horses ?” 
“Sire." said Oudinot. “ when any one 
know s not how to o b ey that is my 
method.” 
T he other story is ev e n more grim. 
Som e one s|>oUe to O udinot about the 
deep affection w hich a general must 
cherish for his d evoted troops. 
"Iuuve them!” he exclaim ed. 
“Do I 
love them? 
Ah. I th in k I do. 
I have 
had them all killed!”
